FEED BACK 


From Ross, #422Z: The series telephone patch using a small power transformer, described re- 
cently in the Aute-Call, is ideal. We have installed three patches in K4AIR/AF4AIR here at 
Langley APB, each using a different transformer and each on a different transmitter. Some 
transformers had 400 v. windings and we vsed the center tap to halve the voltage for the micro- 
phone inwt. 

We switch one lead of the speaker and one lead of the mike input along with a relay to the 
transmitter, so with the switch down the telephone has the receiver switched in; with the 
switch up the microphone is switched in and the transmitter keyed. In the nevtral position , 
all three are disconnected. We are going to disseminate this phone patch circvit. throughout 
the Tactical Air Command with proper credit to Auto-Call. 73, Ross, W4Z2Z. (ED. Notes Thanks 
& lot Ross, byt I'm afraid the Auto-Call can't take too much credit inasmuch as the article 
was pilfered from the Blurb, the Philmont Mobile Club's paper.)
